WASHINGTON, April 13.—(4)— | 


In the opinion of Secretary Stimson, | 
the London naval conference’ has 
reached a lower level of fleet limita- 
tion agreements “than any of us on 
any delegation felt confident could be 
attained when we came here.” 

Speaking from London, the head of 
the American delegation told a world- 
wide radio audience: 

“We have reached the lowest level 
that I have ever heard seriously dis- | 
cussed before.” 

The text of the secretary’s address 
was made public by the state depart- 
ment. It was delivered in this coun- 
try over the Columbia Broadcasting 
System, 

Mr. Stimson reviewed the history of 
naval limitations efforts to say that 
the primary objective of the London 
conference was “to stop the dangers 
of competition in afmaments.” 

“So far as the fleets of Great Brit- 
ain, Japan and the United States are 
concerned,” he said, “that purpose has 
been achieved. ‘There can be now no 
competitién between us. The relation 
of the fleets is fixed. 

“Furthermore, the habit of mutual 
agreement has received one more suc- 


cessful precedent. The principle of 
limitation is strengthened by its suc- 
cessful practice. . . 

“We have every hope that France 
and Italy will eventually join in a 
limitation of their fleets similar to 
that which we have attained.’ 

Reduction of existing fleets and na- | 
val expenditures, important as these | 
might be to individual nations, “is 
merely a by-product” of the primary | 
purpose of the London conference ‘to | 
eliminate competitive’ building, Mr. 
Stimson said. By way of showing 
what had been accomplished in such 
reduction, he suggested comparison 

“between the three fleets as they stand 
today, including ships built, building 
and appropriated for, and the same 
fleets as they will stand in 1936 under 
our agreement.” In making that com- 
parison he gave the following figures 
in commas. reductions : 

Battleshi Nine existing ships ag- 
gregating 130 tons, to be scrapped 
and not replaced 

Destroyers: A total of 205,000, 
tons in existing destroyers to be scrap- 
ped, or nearly 40 per cent more de- 
sStroyer tonnage than any of the three 
fleets will have in 1936. 

Submarines: A total of 68,000 tons 
to be scrapped, or nearly 16,000 tons 
more than any of the three fleets will 
have in 1936. 

Cruisers: An actual increase in 
American cruiser tonnage “due to the 
fact that we have been idle in cruiser 
building for nearly ten years.” Brit- 
ish agreement to reduce cruiser ton- 
nage by 20 ships and Japan's under- 
taking not to increase her cruiser 
fleet, however, represents an aggregate 
reduction ‘In cruiser tonnage, built, 
building and appropriated for, of 460,- 
000 tons. 

Non-fighting naval vessels: A total 
of 220, tons in existing ships of 
this class not to replaced when 
scrapped as they reached the agreed 
age of obsolescense. 

Supplementing this reckoning of na- 
val reductions to be effected, Mr. 
Stimson said a “strong movement” 
had developed at London for further 
reduction in battleship fleets, but that 
a difference of opinion had n dis- 
closed as to the method to be followed, 
whether by “reduction either in num- 
ber or size of our existiyg battleships.” 

“This holiday gives an opportunity 
to settle this question and to decide 
upon, the method for this further 
economy,” Mr. Stimson. said. 

The secretary added that under the 
Waernecen treaty the United States 
would have laid down ten new battle- 
ships and ‘completed five of them dur- 
ing the next years at an approxi- 
mate OO during that period of $300,

GROUP 10 RESIGN 
AFTER CONVENTION 


Purposes of Georgia Com- 
mittee Accomplished, 
Henry C. Davis, Secre- 
tary of Body, Announces

The Georgia patronage committee, 
in charge of republican affairs in the 
state for the past year, will resign 


'immediately following the adjourn- 


ment of the forthcoming state conven- 
tion, according to announcement made 
Sunday by Henry C. Davis, a mem- 
ber and secretary of the committee, 

The membership of the committee 
is as follows: Lindsay Hopkins, chair- 
man, Atlanta; Henry C. Davis, secre- 
tary, Atlanta; H. O. Lovvern, Carroll- 
ton; John D. Taylor, Summerville; 
W. A. Carlisle, Gainesville; A. E. 
Henry, Augusta; G. C. Dekle, Millen, 
and I. H. Fetty, Savannah. 

The decision of the members of the 
committee to resign, according to Mr. 
Davis, was reached following the suc- 
cessful culmination at the recent 
county conventions of the campaign 
waged by the committee to secure 
white control of the party in Georgia. 
Following a careful canvass of the re- 
turns from these county conventions 
the committee members, feeling assur- 
ed that the delegates named could be 
depended upon to formulate a state 
organization composed of representa- 
tive citizens from all of the 12 con- 
gressional districts of the state, de- 
cided. to. issue the announcement of 
their resignation as the controlling 
body in republican affairs in Geor- 
gia. 

Coincidental with the announcement 
of the early resignation of the patron- 
age committee, it became generally 
known that in all probability Josiah 
T. Rose, of Atlanta, would be named 
state chairman when the convention 
meets. Mr. Rose has for more than a 
year occupied the position of contact 
man between Georgia and the party 
leaders in Washington and _ reports 
from the national capital indicate that 
such action on the part of the state 
convention would meet with hearty 
approval, 

Office to Remain Vacant. 

It also is understood that the pres- 
ent plans do not contemplate naming 
a national committeeman from Geor- 
gia, but to let this office remain va- 
cant until 1932, when the republican 
national convention will be held, and 
at which time a new national commit- 
tee will be named. It will be recalled 
that the republican national conven- 
tion in Kansas City in 1928 failed to 
poll the Georgia delegation regarding 
either a national committeeman or na- 
tional .committeewoman and Georgia 
has as a result been without represen- 
tation on the committee, 

Soon after the Kansas City conven- 
tion a state fight developed among 
the republicans, resulting in G. F. 
Flanders, of Swainsboro, and Roscoe 
Pickett, of Jasper, both claiming the 
state chairmanship. When the claims 
of these two Georgia republicans were 
submitted to the party leaders’ at 
Washington, they took the position 
that they should not decide aa»state 
matter by the recognition of either of 
the two claimants. 

This left the party in Georgia with- 
out either a national committeeman 


or a state chairman, a condition which 


brought about the necessity of a pat- 
ronage committee. This eommittee 
was designated immediately following 
a public statement of President Hoo- 
ver, setting forth his desire and that 


of the other leaders of the republican 


party that party affairs in Georgia, 
Florida, Mississippi and several other 


southern states be put on a better and 


more representative basis. It is known 
that. the president was especially in- 
tertested in the Georgia situation and 
that he has followed closely the ef- 
a ig made by the patronage commit- 
tee during the last few months to re- 
organize the party by creating greater 
interest’ in republican affairs in the 
state, 

The result has been that mass meet- 
ings have been held in many places 
throughout the state, attended by iarge 
numbers of white people, of the 
meetings having from two to hun- 
dred people in attendance. It is 


claimed that this is the first time in 
‘the history of the republican party 


in Georgia that such interest has been 
manifested, especially in a year when 


there was no presidential election.

VIRGINIA BLAZES 
UNDER CONTROL 


Forest Fires That Have 
Burned Thousands of 
Acres Die Down. 


RICHMOND, Va,. April 13.—(?)— 
Forest fires that have driven people 
from their homes, burned their live- 
stock and buildings, destroyed thou- 
sands of acres in valuable’ timber, 
threatened spots of scenic beauty in a 
score of conflagrations in eight coun- 
ties through the mountains of Virginia 
and to the southwest, tonight were 
believed by officials to be under con- 
trol in most places. 

From the foothills of the Blue Ridge 
to the West Virginia line, and south- 
west as far as Bristol, fires have left 
destruction in their wake, and in 
Madison county crept near the Hoo- 
ver camp on the Rapidan river. 

The most serious fire tonight was 
reported at Fridjey’s Gap on the top 
of the Blue Ridge in the Massanutten 
mountain area of the Shenandoah Na- 
tional forest, where 150 federal fire 
fighters and volunteers had. fought it 
for 60 hours, only to have flames 
break out anew today. | 

Chapin. Jones, state forester, at- 
tending the southern forestry confer- 
ence in Memphis, was rushing back to 
the state to take command of bun- 
dreds of firefighters pressed inta serv- 
ice, 
of wardens in the burning areas esti- 
mated that more than 50,000 acres 
of timber had been burned, one dwell- 
ing was destroyed, a schoolhouse on 
the West Virginia line was razed, live- 
stock had been killed and fires had 
been lapping their way near resort 
locations on the peaks of Otter, near 
Natural bridge, in the valley of Vir- 
ginia, and in the Shenandoah National] 
park area near Harrisburg. 

In the southwest reports said fires 
were being brought under control near 
Bastian in Bland county, where 
Alazes had ruined untold acres of tim- 
ber and menaced the village—a timber 
center for lumber companies, 

Carelessness was given by James P. 
Andrews, district forester at Char- 
lottesville, as the cause for many of 
the fires. 

Relief from high winds that have 
swept the flames through dry timber, 
he said, made more effective the ef- 
forts of nearly 1,000 government fire- 


fighters and volunteers who had bat- 
tled the fires since Thursday night.

Mohan Lal Pandya, leader of a group 
of 40 volunteers in the civil disobe- 
dience campaign, was arrested today 
with another volunteer as he was re- 
turning home after gathering salt in 
defiance of the law making salt man- 
afacture a government monopoly. 
Mahatma Gandhi sent two other men 
to replace the leader arrested. 

Gandhi plans to stay at Dandhi 
two days. His volunteers observed to- 
day as a partial fast, partaking of 
food’ only once. Gandhi sent a mes- 
sage to the people of southern India 
saying he has full faith they are 
making an adequate response to their 
country’s call, and that civil disobe- 
dience to the anti-salt manufacturing 
law will be easier for them than for 
some others because of their exten- 
sive seaboard.

WASHINGTON, April 13.—(UN) 
Theories that Mary Baker, pretty 
navy department employe, was throt- 
tled in her parked car a few steps 
from the White House and later shot 
to death in famed Arlington cemetery 
when she revived and tried to esca pe 
her’ attacker were followed by po- 
lice today. 

A young archite¢t 'was taken into 
custody late today for questioning in 
connection with the slaying. His 
identity was not disclosed. 

Miss Baker was the daughter of a 
minister, Rev. Thomas P. Baker, Oak 
Crove, Va. 90 miles from here in 
Northumberland county. She was 
born in Cheraw, N. C., but spent 
much of her life at Oak Grove yntil 
1917, when she graduated from at- 
ham Hall, Chatham, Va., and imme 
diately went to work for the navy 
department: She was not known to 
have any close men friends. 

Discovery of three bullet wounds in 
the girl’s body and a report ofa girl's 
having been seen struggling with a 
man in an automobile Friday evening 
when Miss Baker disappeared led au- 
thorities into the new paths of inves- 
tigetion. 

Two colored men, Frank Smith and 
James Vollin, arrested on a charge of 
possessing stolen property, told offi- 
cials they took Miss Baker's coat, 
poeketbook, scarf, umbrella and a seat 
cushion from her small sedan a few

Stery Believed. 

Police were inclined to believe their 
story and exonerate them from any 
part in the murder. 

Evidence that Miss Baker, attrac- 
tive woman of about 30 with light 
brown hair, was criminally assaulted, 
and the story of the struggle near the 
navy department back of the White 
House where Miss Baker's car was 
parked, led police to believe the killer 
was a white man who worked alone. 


A cousin of the slain woman report- 
ed in the investigation of the girl's 
associates that she saw Miss Baker, 
escorted with a stout, rather pleasant- 
looking man, at a moving picture 
last week which depicted an intricate 
murder mystery solved by a famous 
fictional detective. 

The investigation today was con- 
centrated on a brief 20 minutes of Fri- 
day evening in which it is believed 
that the fate of the girl was sealed. 
She left her work in the navy bureau 
of. aeronautics at 4:30 p. m. and at- 
tended church services in downtown 
Washington, with a girl friend. She 
parted from this friend after the serv- 
ices at 5:40 p. m. at Fourteenth .and 
G streets, saying she had just 10 
minutes to walk back to Seventeenth 
and B, near the navy department, 
where "her car was parked, and 10 
more minutes to return to the down- 
town section, where she was to pick 
up one of her two roommates in front 
of a department store. 

truggle Seen. 

It was in the short interval after 
this that a man and a woman were 
seen struggling in. a car at Seven- 
teenth and B streets. 

The two woman friends with whom 
she lived in Lyon park, Va., and her 
fellow-workers, became alarmed when 
she did not come home that night, but 
did not report to police until she 
failed to show up at work. Police 
found the body under the Pyeng i 
cu:vert a few hun yards from the 
point where they found her blood- 
stained car. 

The significance of the bullet wounds 
was found in the fact that one, in the 
back, had no powder marks. Police 
believe she struggled and ran away 
from her assailant, only to be shot 
down, perhaps in the cemetery. Two 
other bullets were fired at close range 
after she fell. 

The automobile had bloodstains on 
the right running rd and right 
front seat, as if the body had heen 
bundled ‘up and carried to the first 
culvert. The fact that the amount of 
blood stain was relatively small in- 
clined police to believe the body was 
not carried far. 

The murdered girl was known as a 
steady worker, and _ recently por- 
chased the automobile jointly with her | 
two roommates.

The present American 
cruiser program, strongly opposed by 
the little navy senators, calls for an 
aggregate of only 300,500 tons of cruis- 
ers, whereas the London agreement 
allows 323,000 tons or an option of 
339,000 tons if some are not of the 
large 10,000-ton class,

Faiths Honor Jefferson 


Republican and Democrat 
Senators, Catholic, Prot- 
estant and Jew Clerics 
Take Part in Commemo- 
ration. 


CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., April 
13.—(/)—Thomas Jefferson, the cru- 
sader for the right of religious wor- 


Ship, was eulogized by representatives 
of three religious sects and two major 
political parties observing the 187th 
anniversary of his birth at Monti- 
cello this afternoon. 


Senator Clarence D. Dill, democrat, 
Washington, and Senator Simeon D. 
Fess, republican, Ohio, spoke from 
the portico of the mansion on the 
mountain top and following a_por- 
cession to Jefferson’s grave there was 
a prayer by Bishop Collins Denny, 
of the Methodist Episcopal - Church, 
South, protestant representative, and 
brief remarks by Rabbi Edward N. 
Calish, Richmond, representing the 
Jews, and Rev. John A. Kellihey, 
Richmond, speaking for the Roman 
Catholics. 


A score ot wreaths were placed on 
the grave, among them a simple de- 
sign of palms and magnolia leaves 
sent by President Heover, placed on 
the monument by Senator Fess, while 
an airplane circling overhead dropped 
flowers. 

Today was the second of the three- 
day observance commemorating the 
birth of Jefferson. Yesterday at the 
Founders’ Day exercises at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia he was remem- 
bered as Jefferson the educator; to- 
morrow in an address over a nation- 
wide radio hook-up, Dr. Edwin An- 
derson Alderman, president of the uni- 
versity, will eulogize Jefferson the 
Statesman. 

“It would be difficult for us to 
overestimate the supreme importance 
of Jefferson's accomplishments and 
the liberties of a great people,” said 
senator Fess. 

“The enfranchisement of the human 
in matters of freedom of 
thought, including the freedom of re- 
ligion, is perhaps the greatest boon to 
the human race. 

“We may properly regard his labors 
as the feundation of that progress in 
civilization which finds its truest 
flowering in a spirit of toleration 
that has made America the home of 


the oppressed world. Jefferson never | 


meant more to the freedom lovin 
people of the earth than he does today. 

Senator Fess characterized the Vir- 
ginia statute for religious freedom “as

day and placed in a temporary 
morgue. 

Wives and families of the miners, 
who pressed for hours against a rope 
barrier about the mine entrance, main- 
tained their vigil until the work was 
complete. 

Carbonado is a mining village high 
in the foothills of the Cascades. With- 
out facilities for caring for the 17 
mine victims, townspeople removed 
the bodies to Buckley and Enumclaw, 
nearby towns. 

An fnvestigation of the tragedy got 
under way immediately. 

Twelve of the victims were married. 
Besides the widows, 23 children sur- 
vive. 

A broken air hose on a drill may 
have saved 60 ether miners, mine of- 
ficials said. The day shift of 60, 
working on the douty seam in the 
second level where the blast occurred, 
failed to fire the customary final shot 
because of a break in their drill hese. 
The smaller afternoon shift of 21 
men, which went on duty at 4 p. m., 
took a new section of hose into the 
workings. 

Mine officials believed the crew re- 
paired the drill, placed charges and 
then fired them—and that this caused 
the explosion which killed the 17 men 
outright. Four miners of the night 
shift were far separated from 
other 17 and were uninjured. They 
did not witness the accident and could 
suggest no reason for its cause. 

The gas explosion was the worst 


disaster in the history of coal mining 


in western Washington. Previous to 
yesterday's tragedy, the greatest toll 
in a mining disaster was in Novem- 
ber, 1910, when 16 lives were lost 
in a similar explosion-in the old mine 
at Black Diamond, which has been 
abandoned. A _ previous gas explo- 
sion in the Black Diamond mine in 
April, 1907, killed seven men.

The announcement’said the call has 
the “two-fold purpose of appealing for 
funds to replenish the depleted treas- 
uries of the charitable agencies of 
‘the country and of indorsing the ap- 
peal to the president and congress, 
adopted by the league on March 7, 
calling for the inauguration by the 
federal government of a system of 
public works to meet the requirements 
of the present acute and menacing 
situation in our country.” 


A statement issued by Darwin J. 
Meserble, president of the league, 
which accompanied the call, said: 

“In explanation of this effort to 
secure adequate attention to the pres- 
ent unemployment situation, the rea- 
sons for taking such action should be 
briefly stated. 

“Nearly six months have now pass- 
ed since the collapse of the Wall 
Street speculation and the precipita- 
tion of the nation into one of the 
most serious business depressions and 
periods of unemployment of the past 
generation. The conditions today 
‘have improved but little, if any, since 
‘Oetober, as is shown by such statis- 
tics as are available: 

“If one-tenth of the destitutfon and 
suffering in the country today were 
the result of a calamity, such as flood, 
earthquake, or conflagration, the Na- 
tional Red Cross would instantly be 
galvanized into action: legislatures, 
national and state, would pass meas- 
ures of relief, and the front pages 
of the press would be given over to 
graphic descriptions of the victims of 
the disaster, and innumerable appeals 
would be made for subscriptions from 
the public.” .

Readers who give this ¢olumn the 
o..now and again know that I am 
not enthusiastic about medical  spe- 
cialists.. I believe they are quite nec- 
essary and desirable. within proper 
limitations; but thanks to thé child- 
luke credulity of the laity about medi- 
val matters there is a common notion 
that a specialist is naturally a better 
doctor than just a general practi- 
tiouer is. Of course that is not so. 
The ruck of specialists competing for 
public patronage today are only half- 
baked. Here and there a really com- 
petent man may be found limiting his 
practice t6 some special  field—and 
that man your family doctor finds 
when he needs the aid of \a specialist. 
But. it is my studied opinion, and re- 
member I have no personal interest 
in the matter one way or another, 
that this country would be far better 
off if we could: quietly murder two 
out of every three specialists who bid 
for business here today. As an alter- 
native, it might be just as Well to re- 
voke the license of every general praé 
titioner, and re-issue him an engraved 
diploma with a purple ribbon, author- 
izing him to practice only as a spe- 
cialist. If all the doctors in practice 
held themselves out as specialists— 
and all may if they wish, so far as any 
present law or custom goes, that would 
baffle Mrs. E. C. Money and Mr.

GRIDIRON BODY - 
NULUIFIES USE 
OF SHIFT PLAY 


Halting for Full Second 
Will Cause Discard of 
Formation. 


By Wilfrid Smith. 

CHICAGO, April 13.—When the 
football . rules cummittee decided to 
lengthen the referee’s count on the 
shift from four to six for the com- 
ing football season it virtually ended 
the effectiveness of this style of at- 
tack. The section of the code now 
reads that the offense must halt after 
a shift for “at least a second.” Be- 
fore, the wording was “approximately 
a second.” 

The decision concluded the contro- 
versy which began in 1921 and is a 
victory for those who have sought to 
bolster a defense unable to cope with 
such an attack. Whle the so-called 
Notre Dame shift introduced by Coach 
Rockne never has been named by 
opponents in their generalized attacks, 
yet the widespread use of the Rockne 
system has popularized the idea that 
the Rockne style is the one the rule 
makers had in mind when introducing 


new legislation. 

The original and successful argu- 
ment against the shift was that the 
offensive back field was permitted to 
gain momentum before the ball was 
snapped at center. Consequentl, 
critics said, the defensive linemen 
could not be expected to cope with 
the attack. First revisions of the code 
were directed to bring the shift to a 
halt, but no time limit was speci- 
fied. 

Next the referee was empowered to 
see that the offense halted for “ap- 
proximately a second.” To determine 
the approximate length of a second, 
the referee might count rapidly, “one, 
two, three, four.” Then came the 
change, effective this fall, which in- 
creases the referee’s count to six. In 
addition, the referee may carry a split 
second stopwatch and time the shift. 

The comment now of the coaches 
who have favored and used such a 
shift is that the offense not only has 
lost momentum, which was desired, 
but the defense is given time to adjust 
itself and nuffilify the advantage the 
attacking team heretofore poss 
when it altered its formation. The 
proponents of the shift assert football 
has taken a step backward and that 
emphasis will be placed on strength.

CONVERTIBLES 


BOND SPOTLIGHT 


BY JOHN L. COOLEY, 
ssociated Press Financial Writer. 
NEW YORK, April 13.—(@)—The 

expansion of trading in stocks is shift- 
ing the center of gravity in the bond 
market to the convertible and share 
warrant issues. Transactions in this 
classification during the past fort- 
night have assumed a bulk comparable 
with that of last summer when bonds 
with a speculative appeal were at the 
height of th heir popularity. 

The remainder of the market is be- 
ing @arried along chiefly by the cus- 
tomary institutional demand to which 
the banks are contributing rather sub- 
stantially as they build up their in- 
vestment portfolios. Prices on the 
domestic rails, industrials and utili- 
ties remained virtually stationary last 
week. At their prevailing levels the 
carriers are well below the highs 
reached on the buying of a month ago. 
Industrials, which normally trail the 
rails and utilities on a rise, managed 
to hold their ground, but composite 
prices on representative issues in the 
three corporation groups show a de- 
cline of nearly a full point from the 
mid-March peak. 


Perhaps the week's most interest- 
ing development, from the standpoint 
of the bond market, was the firmer 
tone in term loans. This was assumed 
to be largely a precautionary meas- 
ure—a safeguard against a too rapid 
expansion credit through speculative 
activities. The inquiry for commer- 
cial and industrial funds is extremely 
dull, and some observers pointed out 
that any quickening in the demand 
from these sources had probably been 
discounted in the current interest 
rates. 


The action of the market at pres- 
ent is rather disappointing to some 
of its followers who had anticipated 
a more sustained recovery. The bril- 
liant performances of three or four 
weeks ago were regarded, of course, 
as too sensational to endure and it 
was inevitable that the fluff should 
wear off; but the recent dullness has 
resulted in some impatience. How- 
ever, the undertone of the entire list 
has remained firm and new issues con- 
tinue to meet favorable reception. In 
addition, bond yields are below  in- 
come returns from high grade stocks 
at a time when money rates are fa- 
vorable to bonds. 


Two large loans were floated last 
week and both were well received. 
The first was the Erie railroad’s 
$50,000,000 offering of long term 5s 
and the second was the Argentine 
government’s sale of $50,000,000 in six 
months treasury notes.

180,000 in the previous week and

Federal Land Bank Head 
Reports Marked De- 
crease in Delinquencies 
on Federal Loans. 


COLUMBIA, 8S. C., April at 
“Georgia’s agricultural ‘comeback’ » 
reflected in the very marked Seatibas 
in the delinquencies on mortgage 
loans,” declared Frank H. Daniel, 
president of the Federal Land Bank of 
Columbia, 8. C.. 
approximately $30,000,000 to more 
than 13,000 farmers in this state 
through 17 local National Farm Loan 
associations. “Delinquency upon the 
part of Federal Land Bank berrow- 
ers is less than it was last year or 
the year before. 

“The value of Georgia's crops last 
year was equal to the prosperous 
years of 1909-1913, but the increased 
income figures, welcome as they are, 
do not present the complete picture 
of Georgia’s agricultural rehabilita- 
tion. While her returns from cotton, 
$122,000,000, represented about the 
same as the average for the previous 
three years, her actual progress was 
made in the returns from other crops 
which increased to $139,000,000, or 
a gain of $27,000,000 between the 
periods 1909-13 and 1925-29. Accord- 
ing to official figures, farmers are 
now deriving between 55 to 60 per 
cent of their average income from 
crops other than cotton. If farmers 
will carry out the state college's ex- 
pansion and diversification program, 
as recently presented by Dr. Andrew 
M. Soule, its president, the farmers’ 
income should be again increased in 


1930. 
Great Changes. 

“It is not necessary to stress the 
troubles through which the Georgia 
farmers passed in recent years. It is 
a chapter of evolution in Georgia 
farming which has greatly changed the 
processes of its agriculture. The exo- 
dus of thousands of farmers and farm 
laborers and the decrease in the area 
farmed reflect the conditions which 
they experienced and the problems met 
and conquered. The cooperative Fed- 
eral Land Bank, making long-term 
loans through the local associations at 
low rates of interest, I firmly believe. 


abling farmers to improve their 
economic and financial positions. 
1916 the bank began making such 
loans upon which 
the lowest rate of interest, and it has 
continued to make such loans until it 
has now outstanding in Georgia ap- 
proximately $23,000,000.
